If any. the Turk* have 
proposed have not been disclosed. They 
must, however. In the opinion of diplo¬ 
mats. be unlimited If they are to prova 
acceptable to Bulgaria. With the last 
defence* of Coniitantlnoptc almost In 
her hands. Bulgaria is unlikely to con¬ 
sent to any armistice except on condi¬ 
tions giving her full military advant¬ 
age. 

Turkey will have the support of the 
European power* in het request for a 
cessation of ho*tlllt|es.
